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4. (Currently Amended) Rope game device according to claim 1 , wherein 
characterised in that the outer frame {3)-has thirty rods {3j-of equal length, which ends 
are connected to the node points-(3>.

6. (Currently Amended) Rope game device according to claim 1 , wherein 
charactori s o d i n that the hollow ball modules (11, 1 2) have twelve regular pentagons {8} 
and twenty regular hexagons-^). 

7. (Currently Amended) Rope game device according to claim 64-, wherein 
charactorisod i n that starting from the corners of each pentagon {8)-of an tM-outer 
hollow ball module-f44}, respectively, five guy ropes {£}-are brought together in a 
pyramidic manner at the node point (Sfand are retained there in a tensionable manner. 

8. (Currently Amended) Rope game device according to claim 1 , wherein 
characteri sed i n that the corners of each pentagon (Sfof an tbe-outer hollow ball 
module {44}-are, respectively, connected by five connecting ropes (74-to the corners of 
each pentagon {8)--of one or further inner hollow ball modules-flS). 

9. (Currently Amended) Rope game device according to claim 1 , wherein the 
Miollow ball modules are modu l e (11, 1 2) is composed of two 
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rope elements of different length and which are shorter for an the inner hollow ball 
modules-(424.

(Currently Amended) Rope game device according to claim 1 , wherein 
ch a ractori s o d i n that at least one equilateral triangle, formed by a frame element (4), 
has a two dimensional insert (20), espec i ally from a fabr i c mater i a l , m o ta l or p l ast i c . 

1 7. (New) Rope game device according to claim 1 6, wherein the two dimensional 
insert is formed from a fabric material, metal or plastic. 
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
